Insignificant 
light carbon specks are noted. The central motifs are struck to full 
advantage, but the borders have the typical weakness encountered 
on issues struck from 1855-1857, although no real reason is known. 
Suspicion is it probably has something to do with the condition of 
the knuckle-action press from which they were coined. 


Itis likely that this coin was part of a hoard of uncirculated 
examples found during the 1930s by Thomas L. Elder. Conjecture 
is this hoard was a byproduct of the Bank Holiday which was 
ordered by President Roosevelt in 1933. While many banks failed or reorganized, hundreds, if not thousands of bags of halves, dollars, Barber 
silver coinage and large cents as well as half cents emerged from bank vaults during the moratorium on the banking business. 


PCGS 39, NGC 12. There are a wide range of APRs for PCGS graded GEM examples, ranging from $2,640 to $3,525 in their most recent 
appearances, and the current PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $5,250. Just four coins are graded finer in the RD designation, all MS65+ RD, 
making this GEM among the finest certified for date or type collectors. Worthy of a strong bid!

The Lincoln cent, designed by Victor David Brenner in 1909, is 
one of the most beloved series in all of American numismatics. 
Its ubiquity makes it one of the most mass produced products 
ever in the history of the world, Over the first 100 years of 
circulation, the design type changed just one time, in 1959 
when the reverse changed from the wheat stalks to the Lincoln 
Memorial. Initially struck in a bronze alloy, it changed only 
one time in 1943 when due to the war effort, the composition 
changed to zinc coated steel. Rising prices of copper led 

to the copper coated zine planchets introduced in 1982. In 
2009, a series of four new reverses commemorated Lincoln’s 


bicentennial. The final design of the four, representing the 
Union with a shield, continues to today, 


With hundreds of billions of examples struck over the course of 
110 years, the Lincoln cent series is among the most popularly 
collected series in American Numismatics. Most collectors have 
at one time or another collected them. This cataloger remembers 
going through change jars at home on rainy Saturdays with his 


grandfather, trying to assemble as complete a date/mintmark 
Whitman folder set as possible. Some collectors seek the 
FINEST mint red examples of each date and mintmark and 
major variety. Some collectors, as here, start out that way, then 
expand into die varieties like doubled dies, repunched and 
overpunched mintmarks, and other varieties that are highly 
collectible, and listed in the Cherry Picker reference on die 
varieties. This classic reference, now in its 6th edition by Bill 
Fivaz and J.T. Stanton has inspired collectors to take a closer 
look at their coins, Many of these varieties, even after many 

years of being sought, are known by just a handful of examples. 
The Hanover Collection features a very large selection of 
these varieties from 1909 to 2014, Many are . if not the finest 
PCGS certified examples, among them. You can see instantly 
by looking at the depth and scope of the collection that this 
collector truly loved the pursuit of these coins, surely looking 
through countless listings in auctions, bourse tables, and dealer 
websites looking for these varieties. The collector is very sad 
to sce these coins go, but after having sold his regular set of 
Lincoln cents years ago and few opportunities to upgrade his 
varieties, he is moving on to a different area of collecting.

Many older silver coins were 
exported and melted for a profit, creating a shortage in commercial channels. The 1853 Mint Act relieved this problem, but created another. 
The rays on the reverse proved shortened the life of the dies, and after 15 million were produced, the design was changed, retaining the arrows 
at the date, but removing the rays, creating a one year only type. The need in commerce for these coins resulted in a very large mintage, but 
low survival rate. This is one of the very finest known.

Small Date, Large Letters marriage, as the other (B-6, BB-64) is a major rarity, with just three known examples. Thus, this coin will see 
spirited bidding from type, date, and Red Book variety collectors. 


PCGS 40, NGC 7, CAC 6. Do not let the population figures fool you. First, no CAC-approved XF40 graded by either service has ever sold 
in auction, and the last time a PCGS-graded example sold was in January 2017, realizing $8,225. The current PCGS Price Guide value 

is $10,000 and we know that collector demand will be very strong as CAC-approved early dollars in this grade range are few and far 
between!

Saturated with an old cabinet tone, integrated shades of olive, 
orange-gold, rose, and teal blend over pewter-slate patina. A warm, 
underlying luster clings to the surfaces, visible when the light hits the 
surfaces at certain angles. A well rendered strike left strong definition 
to the design elements, any lack of definition comes from its brief 
stay in circulation. Do not let the lack of a CAC bean distract you, 
this coin is exceptional quality for the grade, and will delight any 
collector of early dollars or type coins.

The 
examples that survive today are truly special coins to be treasured. 
Collected mosily as a type, the series can be broken down into 
three date categories: “common” (1813, 1814/3, 1818, 1820); “very 
scarce” (1823, 1824, 1825/4, 1826, 1827, 1831, 1832, 1833); and 
“VERY RARE” (all other dates). This date is solidly in the very scarce 
category and commands a premium over the “common’ dates.

One of the 
most successful of these firms was Moffatt & Co. which, in 1850 
received the contract from the federal government to establish an 
assay office and provisional mint. Augustus Humbert was hired on 
as assayer, and dies were produced in New York by famed engraver 
Charles C. Wright. Over the next few years the operators would 
change several times, until the Assay Office officially became the 
San Francisco mint in 1854. The first “coins” to be produced by the 
Assay Office were the $50 ingots, which are commonly referred 
toas “slugs”, While many were struck, these are quite scare today. 
Readily accepted in commerce, most examples seen today show 
moderate to extensive wear (as well as other forms of mishandling 
like cleaning, damage, etc). The Kagin-6 variety offered here is 
rated as Rarity-4 and is the most “common” variety. It is certain that 
when the mint was officially established in 1854, many of these 
large (nearly 2.5 ounce) coins were melted and coined into double 
eagles. Because these were struck by a federal agency, these really 
should be considered part of the regular U.S. series; perhaps they 
will be included in main stream gold type collections, not just in 
collections of territorial or pioneer gold.
